Hey folks, 


The aesthetics of this choice can go either way; that's a matter of taste. 
I generally try to avoid mid-air joints, and do try to take advantage of 
the new, smaller capacitors to shorten ground paths. Lower lead 
inductance=better bypassing. 


I work mostly on old BC receivers, and in the Philco ones, I remove the old 
caps from the bakelite thingys and put in new ones. It's not hard, and the 
replacement is invisible when done. 


HOWEVER, there is one situation where we depart from questions of taste and 
enter the realm of destroying radios, and that's this: If, in the quest 
for a perfect appearing job, you break the lug off a fragile part (say, a 
bandswitch...!) or melt and destroy the plastic on another kind of fragile 
part, you are definitely doing the rig and yourself a disservice. 


If you wish to de-solder all joints, it's really up to you, but think about 
each one before you start. In nearly any radio, about 10% of the lugs are 


really fragile, and you might wish to re-consider those cases.

I'm puzzled - the VFO is taking the place of a near-passive 
component (the xtal) whose "output" is probably on the millivolt 
scale. I'm wondering if the 10-50v requirement is to match the voltage 
that's being applied across the xtal causing it to vibrate.

I don't have any specific info on a F84Z-4, but in general it would 
be a lower sideband filter with a 84 kHz carrier freq. Families of 
filters with carrier freqs of 64, 68, 72, ... 108 kHz were used 

to combine 12 different telephone company channels into a single 
broadband RF carrier. Could then be further combined in a wider 
signal and/or sent over coax as is or used to modulate a microwave 
transmission for long distance point to point calls.

Similiar families are rated at 2.9 kHz at -1 db, 6.5@-60 for a 526-9401-000 
aor 3.70 kHz @-2 & 9.20@-60 for a 526-9459-000. 


Haven't seen any demand for these sorts of filters. They could 

be used to built a SSB transmitter or receiver, and there was some mention 
recently on using one in a NC-300 which has a 80 kHz IF. 

SInce a 84 kHz LSB filter would pass from 81 or so to about 

83.7 kHz, might be usable with some retuning of the reciever. 


While these would be dirt cheap filters, if wanting cheap 
filters for a custom design, I would prefer filters with 
a 250 or 300 kHz freq, where filters with both SSB and AM 
bandwidths could be found cheaply.

The modulation method used in the "clamp tube" or “controlled carrier" 
type modulators is not as efficient or effective as old fashioned high level 
"plate modulation". What the DX-60 and its counterparts and relatives use 
is a form of screen modulation. The reason for using this method are 
numerous, but primarily for economy in cost. All one has to do is look at the 
complexity of a rig like the Viking Ranger and the DX-60 to realize that the 
cost of making the Ranger is much more than the DX-60! 

If you don't think you can afford something that will run higher power 
with plate modulation, very satisfactory operation can be had with 
the screen modulated rigs and a properly adjusted and driven linear 
amplifier. One thing a lot of people don't realize is that you are simply 


not going to get a kilowatt of carrier (and modulation) out of a 1 kw PEP 
output linear amplifier! The PEP of a properly adjusted plate modulated 
AM signal is about 3 times the carrier level. I have a Henry 2K-2 that will 
easily deliver 1-1.5 Kw. out on CW. I have used it on AM and it sounds very 
good driven with an AM rig at no more than 350 watts output resting 
"carrier" level. This translates to slightly over 1 KW PEP with full 
modulation. My DX-60 will drive it very nicely and has a lot of punch 
thru the Henry as well. 

To summarize, yes, in some instances the screen modulation scheme 
was thrown in to boost sales and offer entry level and low income amateurs 
a way to get on "phone" economically. 

No, it is not as effective as plate modulation, but will get the job 


done. 
Yes, it does make for a more compact and lighter transmitter. 
It's the old "You takes your chioce and pays your money" thing. 
I hope this helps!

While I try to keep things original as much as possible, there are times 
when it might be necessary to splice leads. I have a Johnson Thunderbolt 
HF linear, and, of course, all the electrolytics have gone to their final 
electrical resting place. I vaporized two of the fuses on the 220 line in 
the rig when I fired it up for the first test. The new capacitors are 
much smaller than the old ones, and the leads do not reach the original 
tie points in some instances. What is one to do? Splice in the original 
wire? Or, do we have to find period wire and put that in. Having worked 
as a production tech for a major radio manufacturing firm in the distant 
past, I find the originality fanatics rather amusing. The onus was on we 
peons to ship as much product out the door as possible. The company cut 
every cost corner they could to do just that. We fought to *increasex the 
quality of the product, and did what we could to see that the customer got 
the best we could provide for their money. This may have been the 
official company policy, but it was up to us to argue with production 
management to enforce it against the prevailing attitude there which was 
"if it fits in the carton, ship it." I often wonder whether someone, 
somewhere, is restoring one of my old radios, and insisting on proper 
period components. The sad fact is that any product is built to a price. 
The very components that we have to replace constantly on our favorite 
equipment is testament to that. If we can replace those lousy wax paper 
tubular caps with something orders of magnitude better, but the new leads 
do not reach, by all means, splice them appropriately. You might well be 
doing what the original engineers wish they could have specified at the 
original design phase, but could not do so due to market or beancounter 
realities. I finally replaced all of the capacitors in my Hallicrafters 
T.0. keyer, and it probably works better than it did when new. It sure 
runs better now than it did for the first 10 years I owned it.
